whites to Negroes. Whenever

Miss Perez and Davis applied 
for a marriage license in Los 
Angeles last year and were de- 
nied. 

Section 69 of the California civ 
il code—the section declared un- 
constitutional today —— prohibited 
marriage of a white person with 
a Negro, Malayan, Mongolian or 
Mulatto. 

In their petition to the high 
court Miss Perez and Davis said 
both were Catholics; that the 
church didn’t forbid such a mar- | 
riage, and that they didn't want

The supreme court agreed with 
them, saying marriage and pro- 
creation are fundamental to the 
ery existence and survival of the 
human race, and that legislation 
governing such rights must be 
based upon ‘‘more than prejudice, 
and must be free from oppressive

There can be no prohibition of 
marriage, the ruling said, ‘“ex- 
cept for an important social ob- 
jective, and then only by reason- 


‘able means.” 


The court said the majority 
decision recognized that the reg- 
ulation of marriage is a proper 
function of the state. It declared 
that if the law attacked in this, 
proceeding was directed at a so- 
cial evil and employed a reason- 
able means to prevent that evil, 
it would be valid. But the opin- 


ion emphasized that if, on the 
other hand, the law is discrimin- 
atory and irrational, it would 


then not only unconstitutionally 


| restrict religious liberty but the 


liberty to marry, as well,

Seeking War, 
He Tell UN. 


| PARIS (#) — Russia aceused 
the United States today of seek- 
ing war and said the Americans 
have no monopoly on the atom 
bomb. 

In a violent attack on U. S. 


atomic policy, Soviet Deputy For- 
eign Minister Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky told the 55-member United 
Nations political committee that 
the United States is pursuing “war 
aims”. 

Vishinsky added: “It is a mis- 
take to think that there just 
one state which has a monopoly 
over atomic energy and the atom- 
ic bomb. It is useless to think 

It is useless to

tions.” 

Later in his speech, Vishinsky 
repeated what was interpreted as 
a hint that Russia also has an 
atom bomb. He-said the United 
States was building a bomb stock- 
pile “in the illusion that America 
has a monopoly on the atom 
bomk. 

“This is an interesting illusion, 
particularly the Republican 
presidential candidate, Mr. Thomas 
E. Dewey, who, I learn, has said 
that America poss¢sses exclusive- 
ly the secret of the atom. 

“Is this not proot that Amer- 
ica’s aim is not real cooperation 
through international control, 
but, in fact, nothing less than a 
plan to retain what they consider 
to be exclusive knowledge of atom- 
ic energy?” 

Vishinsky al:o had harsh words 
for President. Truman. He quoted 
the President as reporting latest 
improvements in atom bomb mod- 
els. 

“Apparently the President of the 
United States describes as ‘pro- 
gress’ a bomb which will kill half 
a million people That is what 
they call progress.”

He accused the United States 
of blocking all efforts to set up 
real control of the atom bomb, 
saying: 

“Certain governments and par- 
ticularly the United States, are 
making energetic efforts to main- 
tain the present lack of any ef- 
fective control over atomic en- 
ergy.”
